The Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co. is about two thousand 
(2,000) per cent, larger tlian the Hud- 
son's Day Co, ; :;o from that comparison 
some idea of its size may lie grasped.

As wo said before we place no 
great reliance upon these figurea but our 
readers can talie tlioui for ^^llut they are 
worth. Old timers in this province can 
forni some idea of their acouraoy when 
they learn that, the ^ report niiakek ' 'the 
constiinptiou oJ( ,l;)5!.tlv spirits and bcor 
■froutor iu British Columbia in 1889 than 
it was iu i87(>. The report aluo tells 
us that tlte peuplu of the Dominion pay 
in custoiiui and excise duties por head 
.'?l-107 for spirits, $.114 for boor and 
•J. 0(58 for wine. That is every man, 
woman and child in Canada pays to the 
government about $1.28 cents a year 
for the ptivilege of purchasing intoxica- 
ting drinks. In tliis calculation tlie li- 
cense fees paid by hotel and saloou pro- 
prietors and wholesale and retail dealers 
are not included. 

There were during the year 1889 
9,003,000 pounds of tobacco niauufac- 
lureil. Tho qu.intity taken out of 
bond for consumption during tho year 
was 9,749,213 lbs. By far the greater 
quantity -of- the tobacco inanufaoturcd 
in Canada is consumed in the country, 
tlie utiantity exported being only 1 10,r)7l 
lbs. The <iuty |)iiicl on the tobncco 
iiiiuuxfactiiml wa.^i $1,8-10,5^2 luul on 
ilie cigars .'J.'iO;!, 1 72. The tjitantity of 
Canadian roll tobacco which paiil duty 
was 74,071 J lbs, but this was not all 
tlmt was made out of home grown leaf, 
for the French Oaiiadiun furmera raise 
considerable i|"uutitio8 of tolwicco which 
they prepare at homo and wliicli tliuy 
smoke with a I'oliah. 

The othef sources of the revenue 
from exi^eq are p«trol$uin, jnaouf ac tu rod 
in bond, seizures and; other receipts. 
The amount contributed by these is com- 
paratively trifling. The excise revenue 
fertile last fiscal year was St), 892.012.

There are two parties in Congress who 
will be certain to unite to give thai 
niuaaure its <iuictus. One ia the ex- 
treme protectionist party which does 
not want reoiprooitjr either partial or 
unrestricted. They consider that a 
free e,xchaugo of commodities between 
Canada and the United States is op- 
posed to their principles and they are 
bound never to vote for any bill that 
would establial^ it. The other is com- 
pos^: of those 'who ^ favor the 
aSne'iation' ' ''of'' Canada and 
who believe that ... reciprocity will 
Weaken that cause in Canada. Their 
motto ia no union except political union. 
"If the Canadiuna want unreatriotcd 
trade with Jhe United States the only 
way to get it iato become part and par- 
cel of the United States" is the position 
they take, and tbiey. will, therefore, op 
pose Butterworth'B bill or Hitt's bill, 
or any other bi^lthaf iiifiU extend com- 
mercial adv&nti^stb"^C*nada without 
annexation. 

The Globe must have a very poor 
opinion of Sir John Macdouald's sagaci- 
ty when it aMumes that he will ^ bake 
any amo.uot of trouble to defeat a ineo- 
sure which any one can see with half 
an eye ia certain to come to grief with- 
out his interference.

Resistancu in .luch a ca^^e would 
hi; folly and wiokcilncsd, for not only 
woiilil the wci.k i;(innt,ry lo..iu wliiu it 
contended for, but it would subject its 
inhabitants to muob present- <u£[«iriiit; 
and liiour debts wliioK woiild ho burden- 
Homo to them for generations to come.

Horoiani and 
devotion and patriotism and all that 
sort of tbmg sound very well, but Ihcy 
canaot'iii'thaga d&fa-aocontplish niuoh 
wh«n."oi>po*5d to greater wealth and 
superior physical force. The weakest 
must go to tho wall notwithstanding 
the goodness of its citiae and its courage 
and dotcriiiiiiatiuii unleH.H, indeed, it cai 
prevail upon somo i.trong and rich na 
lion to take its part, and thou it can 
afford lo send a defiant reply to th' 
powerful nation's ultiinatinn. Ibtt 
I'.Ji tiigal has no strong and rich friend. 
Groat Ilritain has until now taken that 
position with regard to it. .She has 
stood ita friend in liinos past, and madu 
considerable sacrifices to preserve its 
independence and to save it from ill- 
uBai;c. So when Portugal quarrelled 
with (ireat Britain about that African 
wilderness it hud no friend to uppeul to 
to nid it in iiinintaining its claini.

They 
have not founded any large city, and 
when enterprising foreigners built a 
railway for them they seized upon a 
Qiinay pretext to cheat them out of it.

They have had their 
chance both in India and Africa, and 
they have not lived up to their oppor- 
tunities. ' 

The'British it appears do not lay 
claini to the country in dispute. They 
have entered into an alliance with the 
native kings and have promised lo pro- 
tect them agaiiisl the Portugese, tho 
lioeri, or who ever else may seek to mo- 
lest them. This protection may and 
most probably will end infusion with the 
British posaessions but this will be an 
advantage to tho uativo races and tlioy 
liave senao enough to know it. The ne- 
groes of the .Shire liighlands like and re- 
spect the British. They dislike and 
fear the Portugese and the Dutch and it 
is reasonable tbat they should have 
some voice in deciding their own des- 
tiny. The Britiah will no doubt de- 
velppo the leaources of tho country 
while at the same time they will deal 
with tho nati%'e races fairly and hu- 
manely. They will, too, do all thai 
can be done to stamp out the aboiniua- 
die slave trade. It is therefore better 
for liuinanity ami hotter for civilization 
tbat the British obtain a controling in- 
thtencc in Mashonaland and the terri- 
tories adjacent.

Din-iiig tho g(jld ((XciliMiu'Ut (if '58, 
Cidliiis, wliiitwt) years jiroviiui.s had 
liL'cii miniiiL! in Oaliforiiia, came to 
Wet ria; foilnwed a mmitli lati-r by 
his old friend aud companion, genial 
Pnink Oampbbll, the editor of tlm 
Corner Bulletin, Ci llins was then a 
broad slvaddorod, handaoaie young 
fellou-, L',S (u- ;!0; big hearted, goi d 
n.itm'L'd, buL<|uick aud h t toniporud 
to 11 f;ndt. lie svaa a trei|uent visitor 
at Frank L'aaipbell's Ikhuo, and waa 
not b u^ in o nHLMjuunc.) in becoming 
ac(|Uiiinto(l with tho lit xt dour neigh- 
bors, who happen d t'l bo tho family 
of Mr. Angeli), tluMi "Her Britt«nio 
Majesty's deputy c llector I'L.custoiua 
for tlin port of "Vicioria." Mr. An- 
gelo'a family cuiisi.'ited of but threo — 
limi.sclf, -Mi-.i. Angolo and tiioir only 
daughter, Lucy, tliu reigning beauty 
of Victoria. 

Rlias Lucy was tlioii only s- ventoen 
years, ild; with all tho charina of 
woman's loveliness coupled with girlish 
naivo'te. She was a porfoct blonde —

Ilia ae- 
(|iiaint alico, eanu- m.-ai'iT ami pi(jceed- 
ed to aiiiilae hiiiiHi'H by making faces 
uiiil from time tn Inuii uttering cat- 
calls at the New l(ruu.swicker and his 
two lady friends. 

Tho insult was more than tho hot 
spirit of Collins would stimd, and as 
be returned tho wedding coat to Mr. 
Camiibell'a care after accing his 
friends safely home, bo iiiformt'd him 
that he would liavi^ the Miti.sfactiou 
of either shooting Tipperary Bill or 
being shut by liini."

Havnig induced a friend by the 
name of lluglies to act as his soconil, 
(.'olliiis sent liiin to Lloyd with a cliiil- 
leuge to a revnivrr duel to the death. 
Til) waa known to be a "game nuin," 
and a rei'olver slioL without a sii|>orior 
in tho caiup, Collins, tliurofnre, did 
not dream of his refuuiag to light.
